9. (TWICE AMENDED) A computer-readable storage GontroHino a computer to 
simulate a circuit, and comprising a process of: [A method of carrying out simulation of a circuit, 
comprising:] 

inputting data comprising configurations for a plurality of partial circuits, 
connectional relationships for input and output terminals of the partial circuits , and operational 
characteristics of components of the partial circuits: 

extracting, from the circuit to be simulated, the plurality of partial circuits to 
inspect for equivalent operational characteristics; 

inspecting the plurality of partial circuits to detect partial circuits exhibiting 
equivalent operational characteristics, based on the configurations of the plurality of partial 
circuits; and 

compressing the circuit by integrating the partial circuits exhibiting equivalent 
operational characteristics into one circuit and simulating the compressed circuit,

46. (NEW) A method of simulating an LSI circuit, comprising: 

inputting data comprising configurations for a plurality of partial circuits, 
connection^ relationships of components and input and output terminals of the partial circuits, 
and operational characteristics of components of the partial circuits; 

extracting a plurality of partial circuits from the LSI circuit based upon similarities 
of corresponding circuit components and input/output terminal connections of the partial circuits; 

comparing the extracted partial circuits for equivalent configurations based upon 
the types of circuit components and their connectional relationships; 

comparing corresponding circuit components of the partial circuits having 
equivalent configurations for equivalent operational characteristics; 

comparing the input/output terminals of the partial circuits having circuit 
components with equivalent operational characteristics to locate partial circuits having identical 
input/output terminals, the partial circuits having identical input/output terminals being 
considered as partial circuits having equivalent operational characteristics; and 

compressing the LSI circuit by integrating the partial circuits having equivalent 
operational characteristics into one circuit, and simulating the compressed circuit
